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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record, namely Guye (2,688,970) or Garstein (2002/0045859), did not disclose 
or render obvious the method disclosed in claim 25. Neither reference discloses the 
step of rotating at least one radial array of abrading frustoconical microprotrusions 
wherein said at least one microprotrusion array further comprises at least one platen, 
said platen comprising a microprotrusion surface having a plurality of microprotrusions 
attached thereon, and a platen edge having a thickness, wherein said at least one 
platen includes at least one microchannel comprising at least one portion devoid of 
microprotrusions radially extending from the center of the platen to the edge of the 
platen and having a substantially constant width in combination with the other limitations 
recited in claim 25.
